Tho nation today stands aghast a 


the outbreak of partisan rancor in th 
United States senate as a result o 
criticism of tiie government and th 
effort of certain republican leaders t< 
secure the appointment of a super 
cabinet body ihat would have tho pow- 
er to hamper President Wilson in th' 
exercise of his constitutional preroga 
tive as commamler-in-chief 
of the 


army and navy and tho govcrnmen 
head upon whom rests the responsibil 
ity for tho conduct of the war. 


Jn the last session of congress an 


effort was made to appoint a commit 
tee to supervise war expenditures. This 
mot the opposition of tho president 
calculated to hamper his freedom 
action in emergencies and, therefore 
likely to do more harm 
than 
good 


That matter was finally dropped, but 
the republicans who were behind it 
were determined to work out some- 
thing of the kind and their plan to 
secure a controlling voice in the man- 
agement of the war comes to light In 
the bill brought forward to establish 
•war cabinet -that" would 
apparentb 


overrule the secretaries of the war and 
Bavy departments. 


At first it was supposed that the talk 


of such a scheme indicated only a pa- 
triotic desire to aid Use president In 
his arduous work, but now that even 
Senator Penrose, beyond question the 
greatest political plotter in congress, 
admits tho charge made by Senator 
Stone—that he, Penrose, has been try- 
ing to put republicans in control o£ 
tho war—a new light is cast upon tho 
sinister purposo of the 
scheme. No 


wonder then, that President Wilson has 
announced his opposition and that Sen- 
ator Stone has branded the men at the 
bottom of it as political plotters, who 
have been using the investigations re- 
cently conducted as a means of dis- 
crediting the government rather than 
assisting it in solving all tho difficult 
problems arising from day to day in 
the progress of the war. 


The fuel order was seized as another 


weapon with which to assail the ad- 
ministration, and so the battle goes on. 
Republican Jealousy rather than the 
shortcomings or mistakes of the ad-

Far a long: tima It has been noticed, 


that at least two or three times a day 
65 haa been sounded on th« fire call. 
This means that all water Is to be shut 
eft except that u«cd .for drinking1 and 
ccokJng purposes. Water 
cannot be 


u&od for any other purpose until the 
"all out" signal, 22, Is sounded; 
The official referred to, when ques- 


tioned yesterday, disclosed the real wa- 
ter 
situation 
here. 
The well 
from 


v.'hich water is taken 
to supply the 
camp is "capable of supplying1 2,000,000 
gallons a day. Pour tanks holding 100,- 
000 gallons each are situated on the 
top of the highest hill in camp. 
From 


these tanks is drawn the water supply 
for the entire camp, 
including that 


used f or" drinking; cooking, steam heat, 
stables, baths and laundries, as well as 
for fire protection. 
"When the-camp was built." said this 


official, "it was planned to heat all the 
buildings with coal stoves. The rush, 
and pressing: need for the completion of 
the cantonment which caused .the rush, 
vras responsible for the slight amount 
of attention paid to the water supply. 
Under the original plan on which th 
camp was, laid out, the present system 
might have been adequate. 
As it ia. 


however, it must be admitted that the 
supply is not adequate. 
."With the temperature down to zern 
it requires 660.000 gallons daily.to heat 
the camp. When the mercnry reaches 
20.degrees below asero it requires 800,- 
000 gallons of water daily to heat the 
buildings. 
This means that in ex- 
tremely cold weather for heating pur- 
puses alone all Tour tanlcs must be 
Riled twice .in every 24 hours in order 
to keep the barracks warm. 


giuumeiit Inadequate 
"There are at pres&nt in camp ap- 


proximately 28,000 men. They are al- 
lowed 55 gallons of water per capita 
daily. 
This amounts to 1,540,000 gal- 


lons daily, more than three-quarters of 
the maximum production of the well. 
This would perhaps not be so bad if the 
tanks could be kept full: 
But they 


can't. 
The national board of fire un- 
derwriters requires that a rigid inves- 
tigation be made on inspection work, 
when water in tanks gets below the 
high water mark, which is one foot be- 
.CTV the top of the. tali k. .We are very 
lucky when, we have five feet of water 
in these tanks, and that is nearly 15 
feet below high water mark. 
"Almost anyone 
will concede that 


men and animals drink more water in 
summer than they do in winter. The 
men will take more baths, then, too 
and they will stay under the shower 
half an hour where th-ey now stay un- 
der five minutes. 
"What will be the sit- 
uation then? 
Well, the war may b* 


over by then and the national army 
disbanded': in other words, we hate to 
think about H. 
'It is a. fact, however, that at pres- 


ent, with ihe amount of water we have 
in the tanks our water pressure for fire 
fighting' purposes is just 13^: pounds, 
and. of course, when .three or four hy- 
drants are opened the pressure is zero, 
Ii is pointed out that we have an elec- 
tric booster pump for use in sucb an 
emergency. This pump is supposed to 
be thrown on to the water main in case 
of fire, and that shows' that defects in 
the system have been recognized- But 
ii 
does not make it effective. When 


the water is down to one foot in tin 
well, it is impossible for the pumps to 
deliver water in sufficient quantity to 
make any gain over .the normal con- 
sumption o_£ the camp. 
The one well 
is unable to supply' a sufficient quan- 
tity of water. That's all there is to it 


mn Nerds More Well* 
'Now don't mako 
the 
mistake 
of 
thinking there is. not enough water. 
There is enough, it is good, clear, pure 
i-atcr that will stand comparison with 
any in the country.

who killed Shingaroft and Kokoshkine." 
The murder of the former ministers 
has created a feeling of protest and rc- 
yiilsion among the -Bolshevik officials, 
who are anxious to prevent the situa- 
tion from getting beyond their control. 
The Petrograd council of 
workmen's 


and soldiers' delegates adopted a reso- 
lution of the most strict censure of the 
murderers, declaring it never could ap- 
prove summary justice and that no 
crimes had been committed by those 
killed.

Vehicular Trade Ordinance 


The following ordinance was Intro- 
duced and referred to the mayor: 


CITY OP LOWELL 


An 
ordinance 
regulating 
certain 


phases of vehicular traffic. 


Be it ordained by the municipal coun- 


cil of the city of Lowell, as follows: 
Sec. I. That the use of any carriage 
or vehicle on public ways or streets.of 
the city of Lowell, no matter how pro- 
pelled, is prohibited when 
such car- 
riage or vehicle is so constructed, en- 
closed or loaded as to be dangerous, to 
obstruct traffic or to prevent the driver 
or operator from having a view 
suffi- 


cient for the safety of himself and 
others. 


Sec. 2. That the loading of a vehicle 
to be propelled 
through 
the 
public 
ways within the city of Lowell is pro- 
hibited when material is so loaded that 
loud noises arise from the contact ol 
part or parts of the material with othnr 
parts of said material through the mo- 
bility of the load. 
Sec. 3. That no one under the age of 


36 years shall drive or operate in the. 
city of Lowell a vehicle intended for 
commercial purposes. 


Sec. 4. No one shall ride upon the. 
rear of a vehicle in the city of Lowell 
no matter how such 
vehicle is pro- 
pelled, without the driver's or the oper- 
ator's assent. 
If such riding? is as- 


sented to by the one in charge of such 
vehicle, no part of such person's body 
shail extend beyond the limits of tht 
vehicle. 
Sec. 5. No vehicle in the city of Low- 
ell, excepting only such vehicle us is 
running on rails or tracks, shall tow 
niore than one more vehicle, and in no 
event shall the connection in such tow- 
ing bo longer than 36 feel. 


Sec. 6. Coasting in, about or upon 


public ways or places in the 
city of 
Lowell is prohibited in such ways or 
places as are declared to bo dangerous 
by tho superintendent of police ot J,o\v- 
ell. 


Sec. 7. Any person violating any of 


tho provisions of this ordinance shall 
be subject 
to a 
lino not exceeding} 
twenty dollars for each offence.
